Representativ e Watso n sav s that leg 
islatio n fo r the creatio n o f such a 
co mmissio n lias sev en times passed 
the Senate, but has nev er passed the 
Ho use. 
It is pro po sed that the com- 
missio n 
shall be 
no n-partisan and 
that it shall co nsist o f senato rs and 
represf ntativ es, to be appo inted by 
the Vice President and the Speaker 
o f the Ho use. 
It will be understo o d 
that the appo intees shall include men 
who represent bo th 
sides 
o f the 
liquo r questio n. 
It is claimed that 
England has had such a co mmissio n 
and that its wo rk has pro v ed o f great 
v alue to the English natio n.

hibitio n States, addressed to fictici­ 
o us co nsignees, and that the agents 
o f the ex press co mpany v irtually act 
as agents o f the liquo r ho uses in sell­ 
ing the liquo r by the bo ttle, each pur­ 
chaser being required to 
receipt in 
the name o f the fictitio us 
perso n to 
who m the entire package is address­ 
ed. This, in effect, makes the ex press

The po o r we hav e with us alway s, 
is an o ld and trite say ing, but they 
are with us no w in large 
numbers. 
In fact Rushv ille to wnship will hav e 
to pay o ut mo re during the mo nth o f 
J anuary than perhaps has ev er been 
paid during any prev io us fiv e o r six 
mo nths. 
It has no t been necessarily 
a dull winter amo ng, the

usual v o catio ns. 
It was the first time in the histo ry 
o f the to wnship that the co lo ied peo ­ 
ple hav e asked assistance, fo r they 
are. as a rule, an industrio us lo t and 
make their o wn way witho ut succo r. 
Trustee T. E. Gregg, 
who 
was 
elceted to the o ffice at the No v ember 
electio n, has had 
mo re 
than his 
hands full, caring fo r the unfo rtun­ 
ates; 
and this, to o . in additio n to a 
sev ere attack o f rheumatism. 
Nev er 
befo re were the o fficial duties o f the

Gregg is an adept in do ing clerical 
wo rk and hav ing all o f his duties re­ 
duced to sy stematic ro utine, and so 
far, has no t suffered a phy sical co l­ 
lapse, but go es abo ut his 
wo rk as 
cheerfully as po ssible.

Captain Sealby with a v olu n teer de­ 
tail of fifty of her crew. She had been 
towed bu t a short distan ce when she 
beg an to settle rapidly .

the crew were taken off by the Gresh­ 
am, which cast loose from the crippled 
lin er an d stood by u n til she san k be­ 
n eath the wav es.
